This intensive development is not 
lightly to be criticised: The addition 
of the theoretical equivalent of 35,000 
miles of railway is a blessing, how- 
ever accomplished, under conditions 
of restraint of trade processes. But 
it is not to be overlooked that there 
is also need of extensive development 
ot our railway systems, New ter- 
ritory needs to de opened for our 
growing population, and new farms 
made accessible for the increase of 
our food supply. Of this there is not 
a trace. Also it is to be remembered 
that, instead of. increases of rates, 
trade is submitting to embargoes as 
a method of breaking congestion 
which would have been better relieved 
by improvements of terminal facil- 
ities. In other. words, railway cus- 
tomers are eating “war bread.” 
When conditions become normal, will 
they demand their old superfluities, 
given by the railways to maintain 
their volume of trade? Or will the 
railways feel emboldened to withhold’ 
their gratuities, a species of rebate 
from one point of view, and devote 
their economies to developing their 
systems, instead of funds by 
an increase of rates? So as the 
roads are choked with traffic, their 
condition is not likely seriously to 
deteriorate, and may be expected to 
improve.

NO FOOD FOR THE ENEMY. 
Twelve Dutch ships and one Nor- 
wegian, with cargoes of wheat, corn, 
oats, and oilcake, started from an 
American port last Friday to cross 
beam Atlantic, thus avoiding the ex- 
port licensé rules which were to be in 
force two days later. It is under- 
stood that they had no safe conduct 
letters from the British Governm t. 
Dispatches from Washington say t 
if they pass the British blockade the 
neutrals will gain nothing by this 
venture, because the cargoes will be 
charged against the total for which 
‘licenses are to be granted. This in- 
dicates that our Government intends 


ified quantity of foodstuffs to those 
countries, from which Germany has 
been receiving, and still receives, an 
essential part of her food supply. 
The question whether Holland, Den- 
mark, Norway, and Sweden should 
jhave any more wheat and feed for 
livestock from this country is one of 
the highest importance. Germany's 
need of food imports’ from them is 
greater now than it has been at any 
other time during the war.

Germany's food supply is. very low, 
and the crops now to be harvested 
are small. Gloomy testimony about 
them in the Dutch and Danish press 
caused the Berlin Government to mis- 
represent their condition some weeks 
ago. But the farmers denounced 
this misrepresentation, and partial 
failure of crops has since been ad- 
mitted. Hope that a separate peace 
with Russia might open the door for 
imports from that country has come 
to nothing. Realizing that our Gov- 
erttment’s action may deprive her of 
what she must have, if she continues 
to fight, Germany says in her press 
that we are trying to “ crush and an- 
nihilate” the neutrals. These coun- 
tries. by sales to our enemy, have 
been robbing their own people. A 
large part of the food exported has 
been needed at home. There is proof 
of this in the riots at Rotterdam and 
Amsterdam, and the protests of Scan- 
dinavian workingmen. In Denmark 
last week it was proposed by a Min- 
ister that the Government should take 
Sontrol of the harvest, to prevent 
famine. There is no fodder for the 
country’s cattle. While it was ayail- 
able, thousands of cattle were sent to 
Germany every month. Holland wants 
American fodder to be used in mak- 
ing meat, butter, milk, and cheese 
for the Germans. In all these coun- 
tries a small part of the population 
has profited greatly by reason of the 
German: trade, while the majority | - 
have stiffered on account of high 
prices and a reduction of supplits.
